MEN CONDUCTED

Crack Shots in -Canadian 
Companies Did Excellent 
Work

NORTHERN FRANCE, March. 2.— 
For seven days the Canadians haye 
been fighting against the Prussian 
Guards and Saxons'in the first dine 
trenches, They have shown them- 
selves splendid soldiers and losses, 
contrary to reports, have been sunpris- 
Mmely small. Sixty-three were disabled 
owing principally to frost bite sick- 
nese, 

In their first engagement the men 
acted Hke good soldiers, being cool 
under heavy fire, while thelr discip- 
line was good generally, They fougnt 
for 24 hours and then were relieved 
for that period by ‘British troops. 

85 Yards From Enemy, 

The Canadian infantry were separe 
ated from the enemy by only 85 yards, 
while others were 700 yards apart. 
Some of the trenches were knee deep 
in water, and many of the men suf- 
fered from exposirge. Other trenches 
ire quite dry and dugouts are snug. 

Until moved up to the front, the 
Canadians in the reserve trenches 
were under every variety of gun fire 
from ‘Jack Johngorn's'’ to 18pound- 
ors 

According to an offieer who has just 
returned to the base, the men con- 
ducted themselves admirably, The in- 
fantry would have welcomed a_ ba- 
yonet charge to relieve the monotony 
of ahe work do the trenches, but this 
was impossible Owing to wire entan- 
glements and the muddy field separat- 
ing the trenches. 

Canadians Charged, 

On one occasion Prussian Guards 
charged the Canadians, _but were 
caught. by. wire entanglements before 
the Canadian trenches, and a whole 
couvpany, Was mowed down, 

From each company crack shots 
weré chosen as snipers, and they did 
effective work, Every man was cool 
and in a few hours after getting into 
it, fought as though fighting was an 
every day occurrence. At first the 
strain was terrtble, but the mén soon 
sot used to it. Phey were instructed 
to keep their heads low, whieh they 
did. The men suffered from the cross 
fire until the British artillery silenced 
the German guns, 

The Canadians were so close to the 
Germans’ that the enemy tried to

GERMANY ACCEPTS. 
THE U.S, PROPOSALS 


Under Certain Conditions Sub- 
marines Will Halt and Examine 
‘  “Merchantinen

MMHRLIN, Wa London, March 2..— 
In its reply to the Ameriehn note con- 
cerning the naval war zone the Ger- 
man government agrees that under 
certain conditions tts submarines will 
halt and investigate merchantmen and 
will proceed agdinst only such vessels 
as are found to be carrying contra- 
hand on owned by the nations hostile 
to Germany. 

The reply declares Germany's readi- 
ness to accept virtually all of the Am- 
erican proposals except the one which 
would restrict the use of anchored 
mines to purely defensive purposes. 
The German government expresses the 
belief that belligerents cannot afford 
to abandon entirely the use of anchor- 
ed mines for offensive operations, It 
is willing to consider the abandonment 
of floating mines. 

In case German submarines take ac- 
tion, after investigation, against mer- 
chantmen carrying contraband = or 
owned in hostile countries, it is agreed 
that such action will be in accotagace 
with the general rules of international 
law. This presupposes, however, the 
abandonment of the use of neutral 
flags of Merchantmen of hostile na- 
tivns or the arming of Such menehant- 
men. If such tactics were employed, 
Germany contends, it would be impos- 
sible to restrit the aperations of sub- 
marines in this manner, 

The reply suggests that there be 
constituted In the countries concerned 
American commissions to which sup- 
plies of foodstuffs or the use of civil- 
jan populations could be consigned. 
This plan, it is sald, is contemplated 
in the American proposals, "The reply 
also suggests that these commissions 
should be allowed to import and con- 
tral the distribution of other articles, 
especially fodder, which are on the 
conditional contraband list in the de- 
claration of London, Germany states 
that interference with articles on the 
absolute free list in the declaration 
of London should be abandoned,

EN’S WAGES ARE 
ADMITTEDLY LOW 


)Expected Many Employes 
Will Give Way in Next 
Few Days

GLASGOW, March 2,.—Glasgow fa 
today the centre of an agitation which 
may pretoundly affect the immediate 
future of Kuropean affairs, 

Ten thousand Clydeside engineers 
struck work a fortnight ago, without 
notice and agatost the commands of 
their trade unton officials, They have 
closed down almost every work on 
Clydeside engaged in the production 
of war material, 

The government on Friday last or- 
dered the men to return to work Mon- 
day morning, submitting their dispute 
with the employers to arbitration, but 
few obeyed 

Favor Maintaining Strike, 

Mass meetings yesterday afternoon 
were overwhelmingly in favor of main- 
taining the strike, Every possible 
friendly pressure hae been put on the 


men but they defy thelr own officers 
and the government, I have now 
spent two days among them and find 
that thelr temper is exceedingly de- 


termined. The most serious faet 41s 
that this Clydeside strike is only u 
synyptom of the labor unrest on Tyne- 
side at Liverpool and elsewhere, 

The Clyde engineers complain that 
they have been unfairly treated and 
thelr wages are admittedly low, eight 
pence, half perny an hour, or only a 
penny an hour more than unakilldd 
laborers receive, The employers, af- 
ter long delay, offered a rise of thraa 
farthings an hour, The men would 
probably have accepted one penny an 
hour advance, The strikers also dis- 
like the presence of a large number of 
recently imported American engineers 
who are betng used they say, as pace 


makers to cut down the rates on piece - 


work, They ate hit by the rise in the 
cost of ving and their temper has 
been inflamed by the example of the 
coal owners and siipowners who, oy 
raising rates and prices, have made 
tremendous profits, 

Suffered From Employers, 

The engineers represent an indus- 
try which, for many years, has suf- 
fered under the dominance of a atrons 
employers federation which triumph- 
ed over the inen'g unlon some years 
ago in the great labor war. 

Now, #ay the Clyde men, their mo- 
ment has come to readjust things. 
Yesterday's meeting showed an amas: 
ing strength against the resumption of 
work. The strikers cannot use thede 
regular trade union organization, 
which is against them, so they have 
created a temporary withdrawal from 
the work committee, 

It is anticipated here many men 
will give way within the next few 
days, having no strike pay even. The 
men's leaders admit they may be fore- 
ed back by government action, but the 
men declare if forced back without 
their claims being met they will slow 
down in work,

ALBERTA SINCE PROVINCE 
WAS ORGANIZED IN 1905 


Public Works Department Report Laid on Table of Legislature 
Monday Is Comprehensive Record of Activities of This 
Departmeht in Keeping With Settlement 


One hundred and thirty-one steel 


bridges and 2,393 timber bridges have 
been erected in Alberta by the public 
works department of the provineial 
sovernment since the province was 
organized in 1905. Last year 825 
timber struetures were erected, 18 
steel bridges were completed, and 251 
timber bridges were repaired, 


These figures, contained In the an- 


nual report of the public works de- 
partment for the past year, show what 
& tremendous responsibility rests on 
the department in the matter of pro- 
viding easy means of transportation 
over the numerous streams and rivers 
of the ‘province, and they also show 
how effectively the department is 
serving the people in this respect, In 
the early days before the organiza- 
tion of the province, bridges were few 
and far between, and many instances 
are on record of settlers, living in re- 
mote districts, who lost their lives in 
attempting to ford streams while they 
were in flood, while journeying to the 
nearest town for needed supplies, 


Keeping Pace With Settlement, 
Most of the districts that were then 


without bridges have since been adé- 
quately supplied, but other districts 
are now being settled up as the popu- 
lation rapidly increases, and venture- 
some pioneers are pashing their wa¢ 
further and further into more remote 
areas, with the result that the great 
spending dapartment of the govern- 
ment is annually taxed to its utmost 
capacity in order to provide for the 
bridge needs of the various communi- 
ties. Where the population and traf 
fic do not warrant large expenditures, 
it is the practice to install ferries, 
which are later replaced by. timber 
or steel structures as trausportation 
demands become more urgent. It fs 
to the credit’ of the department that 
bridges have been instailed in a eon 
mensurate ratio with the commercial 
progress of the province, until A'- 
berta can justiflably pride herseif on 
the number and character of the 
bridges that adorn her rivers and 
streams, 


Minister and His Deputy. 
Hon, Charles Stewart is now head 


of the public works department. He 
was appointed to the portfolio in the 
fall of 19138, succeeding Hon. Cc. R. 


Mitchell, who took over the portfolio 
f provincial treasurer. Mr. Stewart 
represents the constituency of Sedg- 
wick In the legislature, is a farmer by 
profession, and is one of the most 


popular members of the honse, He 


has applied himself with energy to 
the work of the department, and has 
the multifarious detacis of its routine 
it his finger tips. He is a very ef- 
ficient minister. He is a native of On- 
tario, being born at Strabane in 1868, 
so that he is 47 years of age—still 
in the prime of life. 

The deputy minister of the depart- 
ment is John Stocks, who has held 
the post since the organization of the 
province in 1905, Mr, Stocks has ful- 
filled’ the duties of the position with 
great ability, having had a Hfe-long 
experience in similar work, 

Steel Bridges Completed 

The annual report of the depart- 
ment does not contain much ground- 
work for romance, Its dry details 
make very uninteresting reading ex- 
cept for those immediately concern- 
ed. The department, * however, is 
playing its part in the upbuilding of 
the province, According to the re- 
port, the following steel bridges, be- 
gun in 1913, were completed in 1914; 

The 175-foot steel span on concrete 
substructure over the High River at 
High River. 

The 185-foot steel span on concrete 
abutments over Milk River at Milk 
River. 

The 90-foot steel span on concrete 
whulineits over the Sturgeon river at 
St. Albert 

The 80-foot steel span on concrete 
abutments over Blackmud = creek, 
southwest of Hdmonton. 

The 80-foot steel span on concrete 
abutments over Sturgeon river on 
Athabasea trail 

The 80-foot steel span on concrete 
iwbutments over the Sturgeon river at 
Battenberg 

Steel bridges on concrete sub-struc- 
tures were also built On the following 
locations: Three 150-foot spans over 
Red Deer river at Drumheller; one 
125-foot an over Blindman river at 
15|16-387- 4; one )-foot span over 
Vermilion river at 36-50-5-4; one 
i0-foot span over Vermilion river at 
1|6-51-8'9-4; and one 80-foot span 
over Pincher Creek at 7-7-28-4, 

On Pile Sub-Structures, 

Stee! bridges on pile sub-structures 
were erected on the following loca- 
tions: One 125-foot and one 80-foot 
spans over Clearwater river at 9/10- 
39-7-4; One 80-foot span over Blind- 
man river at 7-18-4 5; one $0-foot 
span ov Battle riv at $1- “4;

At Boucher Creek, in the famous 
Waterhole district, north of the Peace 
river and west of the Crossing, one 
16-foot span with frame bents was 
erected. At Strong @.een, iimmediate-

A good deal of bridge work was 
done in the vicinity of Lesser Slave 
Lake. The trestle and diawbridee 
over the arm of the lake near Grou- 
ard were completed, Over the Les- 
ser Slave river at Suwridge, near the 
southeastern end of the lake, 215 feet 
of jpile ‘trestles now connects the 
old ‘town on the north side with the 
new town on the south side that has 
sprung wp with the advent of the E., 
D., and B.C. railway.

Over Critchley Creek, which is due 
west of Sucker Creek, on the line of

Northwest of Grouard, where there 
has been a ‘big increase of settlement 
during the past few months, two 
bridges, each of 16-foot spans, have 
been placed over the creeks in the 
neighborhood, and also one of two 
16-foot spans on piles over the Heart 
river. 

At the present time a bridge con- 
& of two §8$0-foot steel spans is 
yeing erected over thy Meart river, 
just above its junction with the Peace 
at Peace River Crossing; and an 80- 
foot steel span ts being placed over 
the West Prairie riyer, on the Stur- 
geon Lake trail, in the High Prairie 
settlement. 

In the High Prairie district, over 
the West Prairie river, at 14-74-17 
there is now a 60sfoot truss and two 
20-foot spans on piles, 

What has occurred in the Peace 
River district and in the country to 
the north of Edmonton has ‘also 
taken place over the whole of the 
province—everywhere the department 
has been at work, bridging rivers and 
linking up remote districts with the 
beaten highways of the province, so 
as to better enable the settlers to take 
their grain and produce to market, 
and thus add to the Prosperity of pro- 
ducer and consumer alike,
